Sometimes that part of our J 


orain which causes feelings of 
hunger is telling us a big fat 
lie, some research into over- 
eating indicates, 

The research points out 
what might be part of the prob- 
lem in the vicious cycle of 
over-eating that then produces 
excess weight which then 
causes 
physically. 

With 
still to be done, preliminary 
findings indicate that there is 
a level of physical activity be- 
low which the brain’s “hunger 
center” ceases to function 
properly and, in fact, seems 
to operate in reverse, It sig- 
nals that we need more food 
when excess food already is 
our problem, 

In most physically active 
individuals, the “hunger cen- 
ter” functions properly and 
Signals in 
rough proportion to the en- 
ergy being expended, How- 
ever, in the desk worker with- 
out a physical fitness program 
or in the grossly over-weight 
individual who shuns exercise 
as being impossible, the “hun- 
ger center” calls for unneces- 
sary food, Therefore, the re- 
search suggests that the over- 
weight, inactive person who 
claims that he or she is al- 
ways hungry may be quite 
right but it also suggests that 
the hunger is due to lack of 
activity.

ORDINANCE creating of- 
fice of Assistant Recorder 
in the City of Elba, Ala- 
bama, duties, responsibili- 
ties, and term of office 
thereof, 

BE IT ORDAINED by the 
City Council of the City 
of Elba, Alabama, as fol- 
lows: 

SECTION 1, That there be 
and there is hereby esta- 
blished the office of As- 
sistant Recorder in the City 
of Elba, Alabama 
SECTION 2, It shall be the 
duty of the Assistant Re- 
corder to keep his office 
inthe City of Elba,Alabama, 
and the Council Chamber 
Room in the City of Elba, 
Alabama is hereby pro- 
vided for the use of the 
Assistant Recorder, In the 
absence from the city, 
death, disability or in- 


ability of the Recorder, the 
assistant Recorder shall 
hear and determine all 
cases for breach of the

This is going to be the 
subject of a livestock mar- 
keting seminar scheduled 
for the night of Wednesday 
March 18, I hope that a lot 
of Coffee County producers 
will be able to attend this 
meeting. 
FIELD DAY 

At the beef cattle feeding 
at the Headland Experi- 
ment Station a few days ago, 
Jim Starlin, staff member 
of the station, pointed out 
that for a number of years 
they have been running 60 
head of market cows on 
30 acres of rye, The rye 
is planted in September 
and when it is big enough 
the cows are allowed to 
grace three to four hours 
each day, This is two cows 
per acre, Starlin says that 
they are looking for ways 
to reduce the cost of brood 
cow wintering. 

Incidentally, in order to 
control grass tetany, they 
are using 14% magnesium 
sulfate which come ready 
mixed and is fed to the 
cattle 30 days prior to 
going on the grazing. 
BEEF CATTLE FEEDING 

There is an increased 
interest in beef cattle feed- 
ing in the Wiregrass, We 
expect interest to expand 
in the immediate years 
ahead, One of the feeding 
rations giving the best re- 
sults at Headland is corn 
silage plus a feed supple- 
ment and ground shelled 
corn, This is fed at the 
rate of 30 pounds of corn 
silage plus 15 pounds of 
ground shelled corn plus 
a limited amount of prosil. 
Using this ration they got 
an average gain of 3 pounds, 


WEATHER 

Many folks are wonder- 
ing why their winter graz- 
ing was so late in getting 
started this year, Clarence 
Brogden, the director of 
the Headland Experiment 
Station, kept a record this 
year, According to him in 
the winter of .1968 we had 
50 days below 60 degrees 
and 35 days below 32 de- 
grees, In the winter of 
1969 we had 64 days under 
60 degrees and 50 days 
under 32 degrees, Brogden 
also pointed out that their 
oats planted for grazing 
have been very poor this 
year due to the poor wea- 
ther,

CREDIT 

How much do you pay 
for credit? Do you really 
know? 

It’s time the consumer 
gave it some_ serious 
thought. Most families will 
think they were paying a 
lower percentage rate for 
credit, whereas they are 
actually paying much 
higher rates, 

Consumer credit is the 
money or puchasing power 
extended by merchants or 
lending agencies to con- 
sumers over a short term 
-- usually from one to 36 
months, It is used to buy 
household goods, ap- 
pliances, automobiles and 
for other personal andfam- 
ily expenses, 

Wise and safe use of 
consumer credit depends 
mainly on whether the fam- 
ily has prospective income 
large enough to meet pay- 
ments and still provide a 
reasonable margin for liv- 
ing expenses and emergen- 
cies, 

You must decide your- 
self how much emphasis 
to place on current living 
needs and wants, Use con- 
sumer credit sparingly and 
as a general rule, try to 
keep the family living ex- 
penses on a cash basis, 
However, since almost 
everyone will use con- 
sumer creidt atsometime, 
I’d like to offer these tips 
on its wise use, 

1, Reduce the cost of 
credit by making the 
largest down payment and 
using the shortest repay- 


ment period possible. 

2. Read and understand 
every line of the contract 
before you sign, Fiil every 
blank space. Nothing can 
protect the consumer who 
signs the unread contract. 

3. Keep your credit rat- 
ing in good repair. 

4, Use the same care in 
shopping for credit as you 
do in selecting the items 
you are buying on credit.
